TJIENTISTE, Yugoslavia 
(Kyodo + Reuter) — President 
Josip Broz Tito warned the 5o- 
viet Union Friday that Yugo- 
slavia would “clench its teeth” 
in the face of a new Soviet of- 
fensive and that Yugoslav com- 
munism “can never be broken.” 

The Yugoslav chief of state 
was cheered by a wildly en 
thusiastic crowd of 80,000 war- 
time partisan veterans as he 
pledged that Yugoslavia wouid 
remain firm. 

In answer the crowd pledged 
loyalty to Tito. “We shall never 
deviate from your path,” they 
sang. 

“Many accusations are level- 
led 


shall not concern ourselves 
with what-is said. From time 
tc time we shall defend our 


positions and we hope that this 
will stop one day and that they 
realize they can accomplish 
nothing because we can never 
be broken,” the Yugoslav leader 
declared. 

President Abdel Gamal Nasser 
of the. United Arab Republic, 
now in Yugoslavia on a semi- 
official visit was present and 
also greeted the ex-partisans. 

The Yugoslav léader was mild 
in his references to the Soviet 
Union becatise he did not want 
to embarrass Nasser, Yugoslav 
sources said. Tito did not re- 
fer directly by name to the So- 
viet Union but the crowd had 
no doubt his warnings were 
aimed at Moscow. 

When he referred to the Mos- 
cow campaign the crowd broke 
into a frenzy of cheer 

“Unfortunately, jast as it was 
during the war when we had to 
clench our teeth, so today we 
have to clench our teeth when 
they attack us and when they 
say our country is not building 
socialism but is nationalistic,” 
Tito said. 

'“We love our country and 
our people but we are no na- 
tionalists. We are a socialist 
country and we want to build 
our country as we think is best 
for us and in the way we 
know.” : 

Speaking in Arabic after Tito, 
the United Arab Republic Presi- 
dent said there was great simi- 
jarity between the two countries 
“because we too have success- 
fully completed a revolution in 
order to free ourselves from 
foreign exploitation,” 


15 Red Parties Blast Tito

cipitation in Tokyo city itself 

and one and a half inches in the 
adjacent mountain areas. 


However, the mountains have 
been parched too long to be 
able to release sufficient water 
to the Ogochi reservoir, Wwea- 
thermen said. 


Metropolitan Water Bureau 
officials said that under the pres- 
ent conditions, it would be in- 
advisable to totally lift the 30 
per cent reduction in the water 
supply. 

However, they said the origin- 
al plan to ration water on a time 
schedule—two hours daily—to 
four southern area wards would 
be dropped entirely thanks to 
yesterday's rain.

MITI Issues Power Shortage 
Warning; Rationing Possible 


The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry said yester- 
day the power situation north 
of the Kanto district was get- 
ting worse despite the recent 
rainfall. 

The generation capacity of 
the Tokyo Electric Power Co. 
dropped to 1,010,000 kilowatts 
yesterday, which was 134,000 
kilowatts below normal capa- 
city. 

Unless there is heavy preci- 
pitation soon, the ministry said, 
the supply of power to factories 
consuming more than 500 kilo 
watts will have to be restricted. 
The factories would nave to 
stagger their holidays to ensure 
an even distribution of power 
supply, MITI said, 


In the Tohoku district, the 


power generation capacity of 
the Tohoku Blectric Power Co. 
dwindled to 520,000 kilowatts 
yesterday from a normal output 
of 780,000 kilowatts, 

‘This has forced the company 
to reduce jts power supply to 
largé factories to a minimum. ° 

Ministry officials said that if 
the power generation capacity 
of the companies drop any fur- 
ther, the big industries would 
suffer from a huge shortage of 
electricity. 

If the power shortage con- 
tinues, the use of such power 
consuming devices as air con 
ditioners, advertisement towers, 
street lamps and neon signs 


No Recognition for 
Ho Gov't: Fujiyama 


-Foreigh Minister Aiichiro Fujivama declared in the Diet 
yesterday the Japanese Government did not recognize Ho Chi 
‘Minh’s regime in North Vietnam as that country’s official Govy-

Fujiyama made this clear in reply to 


Socialist Haruo Okada before the 
House of Representatives For- 
éign Affairs Committee meeting. 
Okada asked Fujiyama what the 
jovernment thought about the 
Communist Government in the 
northern half of split Vietnam. 
The subject came up in con- 
nection with negotiations with 
the South. Vietnamese Govern- 
ment for a reparations agree- 
ment. The $ Administration's 
position is that this should 


cover Japan’s_obligation to all 


of Vietnarn. 

The committee also continu- 
ed debate on Japan’s relations 
with another split Asian coun- 
try, Korea, where the Admin- 
istration takes a similar posi- 
tion by only recognizing the 
anti-Communist South Korean 
Government, 

Fujiyama denied a charge 
that Kazuo Yatsugi had propos- 
ed establishment of a Japan- 
Korea joint company when he 
visited Seoul as Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi's © personal 
envoy. 

The Foreign Minister said he 
had heard rumors om such a 
proposal being made by Yatsugi 
but stressed he had not made 
such an approach to Seoul. 
“There is no such measure in 
my plan for settling the Japan- 
Korea issue,” he said. 

Asked if the Government had 
any intention of bringing the 
Japan-Korea problem before the 
United Nations, Fujiyama re 
plied that the Government 
would try its best to settle the 
issue during the current nego- 
tiation in Tokyo. 

The Foreign Minister said at 
the same time that the Govern- 
ment considered the Seoul Gov- 
ernment to be the official reg- 
ime of Korea as a whole buiit 
admitted its sphere of influence 
was limited to only South 
Korea,

Saigon Gov't 
Again Raps

SAIGON (UPI)—South Viet- 
nam Friday denounced the 
Cambodian Government for 
encouraging crimes and violent 
acts against Vietnamese living 
in Cambodia. 


A special communique issued 
by the Vietnamese Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs charg- 
ed the Cambodian Government 
with encouraging a campaign 
of false rumors, exciting the 
people and creating a dangerous 
war psychology. 

The communique is the latest 
exchange in the dispute which 
began June 25 with the Cam- 
bodians charging that. Viet- 
namese troops had invaded 
Cambodia and seized two vil- 
lages. 


The Vietnamese Government 
rejected this charge as purely 
imaginary. 

The communique Friday 
claimed that slogans inviting 
Cambodians to take up arms, 
force Vietnamese residents in 
Cambodia to leave and liberate 
Vietnamese of Cambodian ori- 
gin Hving in South Vietnam 
were circulated in the Cambo- 
dian capital” of Pnompenh 
July 1. 

“The Government of South 
Vietnam again denounces the 
maneuvers of war and acts of 
provocation by the Government 
of Cambodia.”

WASHINGTON,, (AP)—The 
United States and its NATO 
allies appear likely to -accept, 
with conditions; & Russian pro-

The proposal for a conference 
was made by Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev in a letter to 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Wednesday. Eisenhower is ex- 
pected to reply promptly- after 
completion of consultations al- 
ready started with Britain, 
France and other NATO nations. 

Advance indications of condl- 
tional agreement @came both 
from U.S. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles and from 
unofficial comments by British 
officials in London. Both Eisen- 
hower and British Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd have 
made similar suggestions in the 
past. 

They hope that the Soviet lead- 
ers are sincere about coming 
to some practical agreements on 
a problem, the solution of which 
would go a long Way toward re- 
ducing the dangers of an out- 
break of war and mark the be- 
ginning of disarmament. 


However, authorities do not 
rule out the possibility that a 
major purpose of the Soviet 
Government may be to try to 
repair Russia's peace propa- 
ganda position. This has 
been badly damaged in the last 
few weeks by such things as 
the breakoff of summit confer- 
ence negotiations in Moscow. the 
execution of former Hungarian 
Premier Imre Nagy and the 
threat not to attend nuclear test 
talks at Geneva. 


Another purpose, officials said, 
may be to inject new steam into 
Khrushchev's eight-month-old 
drive for a summit conference. 


The Khrushchev letter was 
released Thursday in Moscow. 
It suggested that the United 
States and the Soviet Union take 
the initiative in arranging a 
meeting in the near future of 
representatives, “Including mili- 
tary experts, designated by the 
two powers and “possibly by 
the governments of certain 
other states.” 


They should meet, Khrush- 
chev said, for a “joint study of 
the practical aspects” of the 
problem and should develop 
“within a definite period of time, 
to be determined in advance, 
recommendations regarding 
measures for the prevention of 
the possibility of surprise 
attack,” 

“The results of these negotia- 
tions,” Khrushchev said, “could 
be considered at a meeting of 
heads of government. Such 
preliminary work would un- 
doubtedly facilitate the adoption 
of a decision on .this question 
at the meeting itself.”

‘H-Bomb Letter’ Hoax, 
Soviets, British Believe 


LONDON (AP)-—Both Russia 
and Britain Friday wrote off as 
a “probable hoax” a letter pur- 
portedly from a U.S. Air Force 
pilot saying he planned to drop 
an A-bomb off -the English 
coast. 

The Soviet Embassy released 
the text of the purported letter 
Thursday night. The U.S. State 
Department. immediately; de- 
scribed it as a Russian forgery 
published. for propaganda pur- 
poses, 

A spokesman for the British 
Foreign Office told a news con- 
ference Friday that a photo- 
static copy of the letter was 
turned over to the Foreign Of- 
fice Thursday night by M. N. 
Roschin, No. 2 man at the So- 
viet Embassy. 


“He said it was probably a 


hoax,” the spokesman = said, 
“This t a view which we 
share.” 


“We do not take this letter 
very seriously,” the spokesman 


added. 
“W" said he and his crew 
would fly on “to the Soviet 


Union and expected good treat- 
ment and financial reward 
when they arrived. He said his 
crew agreed to help only be- 
cause of the rewards to be ex- 
pected, 

Early Friday, Scotland Yard 
assigned two counter-espionage 
agents to investigate the in- 
cident—routine in case of any 
hoax letter with serious. over- 
tones. 

Both agents went to Ipswich, 
100 miles northeast of London 
where the letter was posted at 
9:15 am. June 28. There are 
no U.S. bomber bases in Ipswich 


or near the vicinity. 

The letter, in the normal 
course of things, would have 
been delivered to the Soviet 
Embassy June 30. 

The Soviets said it was 
“registered” there on July 1, 


“W" said he would drop his

There was no explanation of 
why the Russian Embassy de- 
layed publishing the letter or 
alerting the Foreign Office until 
July 3. The Soviets said it was 
“studied” for two days. 

“We couldn't, take risks, so 
we felt it our duty to go to the 
Foreign Office,” said Viadimir 
Semenov, press attache. 

A major propaganda effect of 
the letter incident was to plant 
in the minds of the British peo- 
ple the fear that one unbalanced 
American airman could drop an 
H-bomb on or near the United 
Kingdom. 

The Communists are cam- 
paigning to get the U.S. Air 
Foree out of Britain, have long 
hammered on the theme that 
a lone American .pilot could all 
but destroy the island and in- 
stantly touch off an unwanted 
war.

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Diet Session 
Is Extended 
By Four Days 


The term of the current Ex- 
traordinary Diet session Wwas 
extended four days until Tues- 
day at the plenary sessions of 
both Houses yesterday. 

The Liberal-Democratic Party 
defeated Socialist opposition to 
the extension at votings in both 
Houses and pushed ahead with 
its policy of having all the im- 
portant pending bills passed by 
the current session which «had 
originally been scheduled to end 
vesterday. The vote at the 
House of Representatives on 
the extension was 230 to 124. 

Later yesterday the Upper 
House passed a bill calling for 
provisional measures to stabilize 
silk yarn prices. 

The House passed the bill on 
the payment of special al- 
lowances to school principals at 
2:57 a.m. yesterday after a 10- 
hour marathon session. 

With the passage of the bill, 


the focus of parliamentary 
politics shifted to the delibera- 
tions on a =—bill for the 


strengthening of the economic 
foundation and another for the 
revision of the Special Foreign 
Exchange Control Law at the 
House of Councillors. 


No substantial progress was 
made in the deliberations on the 
major remaining bills largely 
due to the confusion preceding 
the passage of the bill on spe- 
cial allowances for school prin- 
cipals, 

However, the Government and 
its party are confident that the 
present extension has assured 
the passage of the two bills by 
the current session. 

Shojiro Kawashima,  secre- 
tary general of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party, told reporters 
yesterday that his party would 
request. the Upper House Fi- 
nance Committee to continue 
discussion on the two bills 
without taking a holiday tomor- 
row. 

He also said he intended to 
have the bill passed by Monday.

Dulles Arrivés in Paris 
For Talks With General 


PARIS (AP)—U.S. Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles ar- 
rived here Friday for his first 
Strategic face-to-face conference 
with Premier Charlies de Gaulle 
since the French wartime hero 
returned to power. 

Dulles was greeted by French 
Foreign Minister Maurice Couve 
de Murville and a host of Amer- 
ican and French diplomats, 

He went immediately to the 


U.S. embassy for up-to-the 
minute talks with Allied 
Supreme Commander Gen, 


Lauris Norstad, who is caught 
in the middie of the rising 
clamor of French demands for 
access to American A-bomb 
secrets. 


The talks between Dulles and 
De Gaulle start Saturday morn- 
ing. 

Diplomatic quarters emphasiz- 
ed the importance of this first 
meeting with a top American 
leader since Gen. De Gaulle 
became Premier June 1. Dip- 
lomats said the day-long talks 
Saturday will cover a wide 


rrange of subjects. 

“In effect, they are related to 
the overall question of how to 
make France stronger,” one 
well-informed source said, “The 
strength of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization depends in 
large part on the strength of 
France.” 

Among the topics that dip- 
lornatic circles expected to be 
covered are nuclear develop- 
ments, France's contribution to 
the strength of NATO, her 
shaky financial position and 
Western relations witli Ruseta.

Embassy. 

“One-hundred and fifty Japa- 
nese teachers will come to the 
seminar anxious to have oppor- 
tunities to practice English,” 
Dr. Lado said. 


“We will make them practice | 
English during the seminar as 
if they were in an English-speak- 
ing country.” 

The Uniyersity of Michigan 
professor said the Japanese stu- 
dents at the seminar will be re- 
quired to speak only English 24 
hours a day, a most effective 
wav of learning English. He 
said total of 50 English speak- 
ing people—lecturers, assistants 
and others—will come at meal 
time so that the students would 
have ample opportunities of 
talking with native English- 
speaking people as well as 
among themselves. 

The American linguist said he 
hoped that the students will 
keep the rule with “discipline 
ana good sportsmanship.” 

Dr. Lado studied under Dr. 
Charles 8S. Fries, the famous ori- 
ginator of the “oral approach,” 
and has been sis associate for 
the last 13 years. 

Asked if the Japanese can 
learn to differentiate 1 and r, 
Dr. Lado said it was possible 
even for older people under the 


systematic oral approach 
method, 
He said a systematic and 


scientific analysis and compari- 
son of sounds of English and 
Japanese languages have enabled 
him to know what were the 
major difficulties for a Japanese 
in learning English pronuncia- 
tion even before the student 


‘comes into his rooni. 


Then the student drills hard 
to overcome these difficulties in 
accordance with text books and 


other materials carefully pre- 
| par ed for the purpose. This 
‘enables Japanese people not

Collector’s Ardor Wanes as

2. The trio allegedly handed 
over ¥3,200,000 to Sozaenfon 
Yasukawa, a former Zenkoren 
official and former member of 
the House of Councillors.

The investigators charged that 
Zenkoren had built up a “hoard- 
ed fund" of about ¥100 million 
between 1953 and 1956. Of this 
sum, ¥20 million were given to 
Diet members, another ¥30 mil- 
lion allegedly paid “under the 
table” to Zenkoren employes. 

But the prosecution ignored 
the hoarded fund issue on the 
ground that “hoarding itself is 
not prohibited by law.” The 
Zenkoren donations to political 
parties were also ignored on 
ground there was not sufficient 
evidence to prove that these do 
nations had constituted bribery. 

The Zenkoren scandal explod- 
ed in June, 1957. The following

1958 Deficit 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
U.S. Government wound up the 


1958 fiscal year $276,01T3,439,- 
621.97 in the red. 
That was the size of the Na- 


tional Debt at the close of busi- 


ness June 30, the end of the 
Government's financial vear, 
the Treasury reported Friday. 


It was $6,000 million more than 
fiscal 1957. 


In the preceding 12 months— 
a year which saw both Russia 
and the United States enter the 
year of globegirdling earth 
satellites — the Government 
spent an estimated $2,750,000, 
000 more than it received in 
tax revenues, 


The deficit reflected loss of 
revenue due to the recession 
and mounting Government ex- 
penditures in gpace research, 
farm supports, antirecession: 
measures to create jobs and 
other needs. 


An exact fYeckoning of Gov- 
ernment income and outlays 
with final figures will be pub- 
lished later this month. 


The statement also showed 
that the Government's holdings 
of gold declined during the fis- 
cal year from $22,622,589,715.7 
to $21,355,976,523.57. This gold 
outflow reflected payments to 
foreign countries to cover an 
unfavorable balance of interna- 
tional payments.

Speaking again from the point 
of view of American money 
primarily, investment in the 
Philippines can be quite attrac 
tive. The islands offer a most 
varied economy. 

The Republic of the Philip- 
pines is potentially a very pros- 
perous country. Finally, while 
the Filipino Government has 
gone through a series of crisis 
in its international balance of 
payments, the islands neverthe- 
less have a number of good ex- 
port products and should with 
reasonable management, be able 
to find a firm place in the inter- 
national economy with little 
strain in maintaining a balance. 


Benefits for U.S. 


American investment, 0 
course, benefits in a good many 
ways from the special political 
and commercial relationship be- 
tween the Philippines and the 
United States. Commercially, 
the import tariff rates of the 
Philippines are much lower for’ 
American products than for 
those of other origin. Rayon 
yarn, for example, Would pay a 
20 per cent duty if imported 
from the United States and 80 
per cent if imported from Japan. 

The preferential tariff rates 
ad not apply to ‘tax exempt 
plants for a period of years and 
are scheduled to gradually 
come to an end anyway. Never- 
theless, while they last they 
give the American supplier a 
big edge over-competitors. The 
Philippines are accustomed to 
American products and Ameri- 
Can methods, and the American 
source always receives pre- 
ference in any event. 

American ownership: in the 
Philippines is quite unrestrict- 
ed as is American participation 
in commercial business. Other 
nationalities face restrictions in 
certain activities and in certain 
forms of ownership. This is 
& measure particularly designed 
to curb the very strong position 
in local trade held by alien 
overseas Chinese, but it 
operates also against others. 

American Investments 


In view of the preferential 
status of American business in 
the Philippines and because 
Americans generally know the 
Philippines better- than any 
other area of the Orient, it is 
not unnatural that American 
business has invested quite 
actively there. As a matter of 
fact, in manufacturing industry, 
American business could have 
done a good deal more than it 
has, and I think could do a 
much more sound job. of de- 
veloping a balanced Philippine 
economy than it is doing now. 

In spite of .the preferential 
treatment it receives, or per | 
haps because of it, American 
business has looked to the 
Philippines more as a commer- 
clal outlet than as a field for 
building sound ov -seas_ in- 
dustry. The tariff differential 
makes export to the Philippines 
attractive as does the Filipino 
preference for Amefican con- 
sumer goods. 

Too much American invest- 
ment, therefore, has gone into 
facilities for imperting, As I 
have written in an earlier 
column, American hbusinéss is 
visible in branch offices and in 
relatively simple and superficial 
formulating, packaging and last 
stage processing operations. To 
date, not much American money 
is engaged in any sort of in- 
tegrated manufacturing in the 
Philippines. 

Integration of Industry 

I have seen over the past five 
years or more a fair amount 
of more or less grudging exten- 
sion of the stages of manufac- 
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ture in the Philippines back 
through more integrated pro- 
cess. In every case it has come 


pretty much because the Gov- 
ernment has forbidden the im- 
port of the more finished pro- 
duct, and I would guess that 
the future integration of . in- 
dustry there, and the building 
of more complete manufactur- 
ing plants will depend upon the 
Government's action in forcing 
it, 

American investment jn the 
Philippines aiso has taken in 
too little Filipino partnership. 
Too much American enterprise 
is in the form of a branch of 
the parent company. This is 


not tOe good for the Philippines, 
nor ultimately is it good for the 
American investor. Unless in 
full affiliation, foreign invest- 
ment remains alien and tends 
to Keep one eye always on a 


Way out of the country. It also 
tends to emphasize the near 


term profits, and to put to lit- 
tle attention into planning for 
sound future development. 
Filipinos, with the same line of 
reasoning, look wupoy wholly 
foreign investment as alien and 
tend to build up a reaction to 
the bad features of investment 
rather than the good. 

Whether because of the 
abave or vice versa, the Filipino 
laws and regulations surround- 
ing investment and currency 
convertibility have come in for 
some complaint. Generally the 
laws permit investment pretty 
freely from overseas, although 
investment by Japan’ might be 
accepted only in, quite special 
Cases, 

Proceeds of Investment 

The proceeds of investmem 
are convertible to other cur- 
rencies, principally dollars, only 
according to a formula calculat- 
ed in terms of the general value 
to the Philippines. While the 
formula, of course, provides 
different answers to different 
types of investment, an average 
manufacturing enterprise could 
count on something like 40 per 
cent of its annual earnings 
being convertible. Unfortunately 
anything subject to a formula 
calculation is also subject to ad- 
ministrative change in the 
formula. This has happened in 
the Philippines and probably 
will happen again. 

Investment in. the Philippines 
also suffers from the fact that 
the peso is greatly overvalued. 
A devaluation in midstream 
could upset all earnings calcula- 
tions and drastically change the 
attractiveness of the investment. 

The investment laws in the 
Philippines are, therefore, not 
as attractive as those in Japan, 
Taiwan, or that being debated 
in Korea. The administration 
of investment laws is not as 
stable in the Philippines as in 
Japan, and the currency is not 
nearly as firm. 


Firmness of Peso 


The Filipino peso, however, is 
about as firm as the new Taiwan 
dollar and less overvalued than 
the Korean hwan. Tax rates on 
corporate profits in the Philip- 
pines are less than haif the rates 
in Japan, averaging about 24 
per cent. . 

To keep it all in perspective, 
moreover, the Philippines should 
be compared not to economical! y 
advanced Japan, or to countries 
in such extraordinary circum- 
stances as Taiwan or Korea. If 
the Philippines are compared to 
Southeast Asia in general or 
Ceylon, Indonesia, or for that 
matter to most of Latin Amer- 
ica, I think that the investor 
would find in the Philippines 
not only a good profit margin for 
his investment, but also a busi- 
nesslike climate of investment, 
a currency and a political sta- 
bility which relatively would be 
put at the top.

Strife Over Education 


Strife over educational matters is of common occur- 
rence tn many foreign countries and is usually motivated 


by religious differences, 


In Japan there is also strife over 


educational issues, but religion does not enter into them. 

The fundamental trouble in this country appears to be 
that, with the reorganization of education under the Occu- 
pation, there was a large infiltration into teaching circles 
of leftists and as a consequence a pronounced political bias 
entered into the schools. We need not endeavor to discover 
how this came about, but may rather concern ourselves 
with the unfortunate consequences to present-day educa- 


tion. : 


The situation, as we have to face it today, is one where- 
in there are increasingly violent controversies which have 
little to do with the improvement of educi&tion per se but 
which are connected closely with the perennial conftict 
between conservative and leftist ideas of Government. 


The scene in the House 


of Councillors early Friday 


morning, with angry Diet members nearly coming to blows, 
is an indication of the unfortunate trends which have be- 
come identified with attempts to legislate for educational 


improvements. 


The House ended up by passing the most controversial 
bill presented during the extraordinary session that began 
on June 10 succeeding the Kishi Government's victory at 


the polls, The education bill 


celled for special allowances 


to be paid to the principals of public, primary, junior high 


and senior high schools. 


it had been approved by the 


House of Representatives a week before. 
The allowances range from ¥2,250 to ¥2,700; small 
enough in all conscience, but the Socialists regard them as 


putting the school principals, 


who will be responsible for 


supervising the efficiency rating system for teachers, in a 


“privileged position.” 


That is to say, they are accusing 


the Government of providing a “sugar coating” so that the 
school principals may the more easily swallow the “bitter 


pill” of enforcement of the new rating system. 


It is re- 


ported that about 80 per cent of the school principals are 
members of the leftist-controlled Japan Teachers Union, 
and it is expected that the special allowances will help to 
make them more independent of that body.

The teacher who confines himself to his teaching duties 
and endeavors to secure for himself the maximum efficien- 
cy in doing so, cannot have anyttiing to fear from efficiency 
rating, which, after all, is carried out in every kind of busi- 
ness under the sun, consciously or subconsciously. Nor 
need the teacher who is privately inclined to leftist views, 
but refrains from any attempt to ram these down the 
throats of the children he is charged with instructing, 


anticipate interference. 


In view of the special nature of their profession, it 
seems desirable that school teachers generally should re- 
frain from all public political activities; they have their 
vote at election time and might be well advised to confine 
themselves to using that vote according to their conscience. 
Public profession of subversive political doctrines by per- 
sons charged with the teaching of children naturally 
arouses misgivings in any country. 

We believe the Government is right in seeking to en- 
force the efficiency rating system, and hope it will not give 
Way to any political pressure to abandon any measures it 
believes are for the good of education, We do not question 
the right of the teachers to organize, but their organizations 
should be for the improvement of their professional status 
and emcluments and for the general improvement of both 
schools and the curriculum. They should have nothing to 
do with party politics, Every change in the educational set 
up ought to be examined upon its merits and its effect upon 


the teaching task, 


, That schoolteachers should in any way maneuver 
themselves into opposition to the rest of the nation can 
only be considered as likely to lead to disaster in more 


ways than one. 


Spectacles such as that of villagers nail- 


ing up the lodgings of refractory teachers have their 
humors, but they are not conducive to a right educational 


atmosphere. 


We fear that some teachers have allowed themselves to 
lose the respect of the public, and we would adyocate a 
sincere effort by all concerned to put a new aspect on mat- 


ters as early as possible. 


Ultimate Solution for Export Dilemma Lies in Higher Productivity 


One of the biggest problems 
that confront Japan at this 
moment is flagging exports. The 
new Kishi Cabinet is expected 
shortly to hold its second top 
level conference to reexamine 
its basic policies in view of the 
dimming prospects {ir attain 
ment of the $3,150 million ex- 
port target for 1958. 

The trade balance is not un- 
favorable. The volume of im 
ports being even smaller than 
the small exports, some surplus 
is accruing to the foreign ex- 
change account of Japan. But 
the. crucial question is whether 
Japan can get along with this 
low level! of exports. 

Minister of State Hayato Ike 
da told his top-level colleagues 
in a conference last week that 
Japan can be a little bolder in 


stimulating domestic demands 
without jeopardizing the for 
eign exchange balance. Accord. 


ing to this theory, the current 
troubles frpm surplus produc 
tion can be alleviated without 
much difficulty. 

The opposing view favors a 
more cautious approach and is 
wary against any inflationary 
trend, which might weaken Ja- 
pan’s competitive power in for 
eign markets. Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Policy Board chief Takeo 
Fukuda and Executive Board 
chief Ichire Kono are known to 
be exponents of this latter view. 

Timely Advice 

At the annual consultation of 
the International Monetary 
Fund, which was held at the 
Bank of Japan through Tues- 
day, Edgar Jones, deputy chief 
of IMF “oreign Exchange Con- 
trolling Bureau, cautioned the 
Japanese official! participants

against any excessive measures 


to boost the economy and 
stressed the need to nurture 
trade competitive power and 


stabilize the currency value. 

His remark may be regarded 
as timely advice made by a 
well-informed foreign observer 
without involvement in politics. 

Whichever side of the two 
top-level views may prevail, the 
need for more exports will re- 
main undiminished. And Japan 
cannot hope to enlarge her ex- 
port without making a real eco 
nomic progress, which is ©@xX- 
pected to pave the way for a 
lower production cost through 
higher industrial efficiency. 

Problem Technical 

The political leadership 
should see to it that Japan will 
not lose sight of the goal of 
economic progress despite the 
pressing needs of the moment 
that may dazzle the eye. 

As a matter of fact, the prob 
lem that the top-level Govern- 
ment conference proposes to 
take up is more technical than 
political. There is no reason, 
why the issue cannot be settled 
at the technical level before it 
is brought up to the Cabinet 
‘level. 

Indeed, the danger is not ex- 
cluded that excessive political 
considerations, such as an 
eagerness to please the voters 
who have elected the Kishi Cabi- 
net into power, might deter 
policymaking. It is hoped that 
the Cabinet ministers and party 
leaders will. exert further ef- 
forts to free their technical staff 
from restraints derived from 
sectionalism oor  factionalism. 
And the long-range policvmak- 
ing for economic progress should

‘Peiping-T okyo-Moscow’ 


To the Editor: 

A few days ago Mr. Kazushige 
Hirasawa asked five hypotheti- 
eal questions in your Politics 
in Review column in an effort 
to explain the contrast which 
manifested itself in the atti- 
tudes of Soviet Russia and 
Communist China toward Japan. 

My personal view is that in 
appraising any moves on the 
part of Communist countries we 
should not be blinded by the 
apparent facts but must go 
deeper into their basic policies 
and principles. In that way, 
the third and fourth questions 
mentioned in Mr. Hirasawa’s 
article are tremendously inter- 
esting. 

I agree with Mr. Hirasawa 
that both Moscow and Peiping 
are playing their own games 
aiming at neutralizing Japan. 
But I would not say that the 
difference in their attitude is a 
matter of “views.” They might 
have their own rules for the 
game but the goal is the same. 
lt appears to me that such dif- 
ference is only in the “meas- 
sures” to be taken which is 
dictated by the circumstances 
under which they find them- 
selves. We should not take 


these differences too seriously. 


They are not contradictory, at 
least, in such a way as to 
endanger their overriding poli- 
cy and mutual interest. 

Is there some sentiment of 
rivalry between them in spread- 
ing their influences in the Far 


East? asked Mr. Hirasawa. 
Yes, there will be, but not 
now. Both Soviet Russia and 


Red China would deem it es- 
sential to have the industrial 
capacity of Japan under their 
own control With Japan at 
her side, Red China's program 
for industrialization can be 
pushed much faster and to a 
much greater scale. She will 
feel more confident of herself 
because she will not have to 
rely solely upon Russia for the 
supply of industrial eguipments 
and heavy arms. r RuSsia, 
the addition of Japanese pro- 
ductive power would immensely 
increase her military and eco- 
nomic prestige in her struggle 
for world hegemony. There 
appears to be little chance of 
compromise between them in 
this respect. The possibility is 
real but it will not be felt until 
the neutralization of Japan be- 
comes an accomplished fact.

command more political atten- 
tion. : 

Even when investments _in 
new up-to-date facilities are dif- 
ficult as at present, it must not 
be forgotten that the royal road 
to exports is higher efficiency. 
If the policy makers should find 
Japan at this moment to be cap- 
able of expanding production 
without worsening the trade 
balance, the expansion must be 
so carried out as to raise 
Japan’s industrial efficiency at 
the same time. 

Basic Difficulty 

Fundamentally, Japan’s dif- 
ficulty in foreign trade consists 
in the fact that thé production 
cost in Japan is still higher than 
the international level in many 
cases, especially in Leavy in- 
dustry products. When the 
world is prosperous as a whole, 
the seller's market prevails and 
Japanese products can be sold 
readily. Once an adverse econo- 
mic trend sets in, however, 
Japarf®se exports are just about 
the first to suffer. 


It may be recalled that the 
Government at its Cabinet meet- 
ing on Sept. 24, 1954, decided 
to launch-a movement for high- 
er productivity, that is, produc- 
tion of more goods at lowér cost. 
Follewing this decision, the Ja- 
pan Productivity Center was 
established in March 1955 and 
the Government entered into 
an agreement with the United 
States to cooperate in the pro- 
ductivity program in Japan. 

Though this movement is 
principally for education, en- 
lightenment and interchange of 
information, it should offer a 
fulcrum to raise the industrial] 
efficiency in Japan. From an 
organization like the JPC enjoy- 
ing official Government support 
and U.S. assistance, it would 
not be unreasonable to expect 
more stepped-up activities for 
the benefit. of Japan. 


Labor’s Attitude 

Japanese trade unionists .in 
the powerful labor federation 
Sohyo are at present loath to co 
operate in this movement on the 
ground that it will turn out to 
disadvantageous to their 
cause. It is true that industrial 
modernization sometimes causes 


at least transient. unemploy- 
ment. . 

But when the productivity 
movement really serves eco- 


mic progress and attainment of 
a higher living standard, it will 
also expand gainful employment, 
It behooves us to guide this na- 
tional movement along the line 
of true economic progress. 
Two other labor federations, 
Zenro. and Sodomei, are giving 
their support to the produc- 
tivity movement of Japan on 
the condition that it will be 
carried out along the lines they 
had espoused. This condition 
has found its formulations in 
the so-called Zenro’s five prin- 
ciples and Sodomei’s eight prin- 
ciples. 
On Progressive Lines 
As the Japanese nation Is 
not at all willing to starve to 
death, industrial efficiency must 
be raised in a reasonable man- 
ner. And in a densely populat- 
ed country like Japan, it is very 
important that labor’s view- 
point is properly represented in 
the productivity movement. 
Japan has not only to export 
to live but expand her produc- 
tion to gainfully employ her in- 
creasing population in the 15-59 
age brackets. And these two 
problems cannot be separated 


from each other and from at- 
tainment of higher industrial 
efficiency. The statistical sur- 


veys show, for example, that in- 
vestment in machinery industry 
is most desirable in view of 
Japan’s manifold requirements, . 

What is urgently needed now 
is the determination to solve our 
economic problems along the 
line of progress and through a 
concerted effort of the entire na- 
tion. Though a favorable turn 
in the trends of world economy 
is keenly awaited, Japan must 
do what is within her own 
power in the meantime.

Stamped Secret 


U.S. Peaeple’s Right to Know Curtailed 


By BEM PRICE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
red ink pad and the rubber 
stamp marked “secret” appear 
to have become a permanent 
part of government. 


Is anybody getting exercised 
about the trend? 


Some people are, pointing out 
that: 

1. Democracy’s basic doc- 
trine that the people need facts 
to make intelligent decisions is 
being stamped silly. 

2. There is evidence that 
governmental preoccupation 
with secrecy has damaged U.S. 
defenses, military and scientific,

"There is testimony that 
most of the so-called secrets are 
secrets only from the American 
public. 


Let’s look at some examples. 

An important report on the 
state of U.S. defenses has been 
suppressed at the White House 
evel, 

Americans never have been 
told the whole story of their 
missile program, and how it 
stacks up against what is 
known of Russia’s. 

Books and records of nearly 
every governmental department 
are closed to public inspection. 
There are 2,000 active agencies, 
bureaus, and departments in 
the Federal government, plus 
some 5,000 advisory bureaus, 
Nearly all meet behind closed 
oors. 

Almost $70,000 million have 
been spent on foreign aid since 
World War I!l—but the Govern- 
ment never has given the public 
a detailed accounting of where 
the money has gone or how ef- 
fectively it has served. 

The cutback in funds for 
missile work was concealed 
until after newsmen began dig- 
ging into the program in the 
wake of Russia’s Sputnik L 


Secrecy mania has reached 
the point where scientists in 
one branch of the Armed 
Forces don’t know—and can't 
find out—what their colleagues 
in the other services are doing. 

Agents of the Government ac- 
counting office, supposedly the 
watchdogs against graft and 
waste cannot inspect all the 
records of the Defense Depart- 
ment on the ground that some 
projects are secret. The depart- 
ment spends two-thirds of every 
tax dollar. ; 


A House information § sub- 
committee under Rep. John E. 
*Moss (R-Calif.) has been 
collecting testimony and ‘docu- 
ments on governmental secrecy 
for two and a half years. Moss, 
in an interview, said he con- 
sidered much of the hush-hush 
practice “pretty stupid.” 


He has introduced a bill in 
the House which would amend 
the Government Housekeeping 
Act in his contention that the 
act does not provide authority 
to keep records secret. 


The roots of the problem 
thus spotlighted go back 
to Washington's Administra- 


tion, when the Executive De- 
partment was made custodian 
of records, This is the so-called 
Housekeeping Act. > 

As custodian, the Executive 
Department has refused , to 
turn over records to Congress 
on the grounds of the Constitu- 
tional separation of powers be- 
tween the legislative, judicial, 
and executive branches. 

The Justice Department even 
has held that the executive 
branch has the “undoubted 
privilege and discretion to keep 
confidential .in the public in- 
terest papers and information 
which require secrecy.” 

And the department argued 
that the President is sole judge

In two studies 
by the committee's legal coun- 
sel the argument is advanced 
that “if the separation of pow- 
ers had anvthing to tell us...

beginning” against the secrecy 
trend. All 10 Government de- 
partments oppose the measure. 

There is testimony before the 
Moss Committee that news 
and opinions of government 
and military officials are cen- 
sored to avoid controversy on 
embarrassing points. 

There is testimony that the 
Navy sought to have a story 
on the sinking of a ship 10 
years ago withheld because it 
might damage recruiting. 

In the two and one half years 
he has spent delving into gow? 
ernment secrecy, Moss has col- 
lected many other notable ex- 
amples of bureaucratic minds 
at work. 

The Pentagon declined to re- 
lease pictures taken by news- 
men showing the shape of the 
atomic bomb. The photogra- 
phers made the pictures when 
the bomb casing Was put on 
display in the Pentagon. 

Scientific documents publish- 
ed in this country were trans- 
lated by the Russians, retrans- 
lated by this country .nto Eng- 
lish and stamped “gecret.” 

Atomic Energy Commission 
scientists and Air Force scien- 
tists working in the same 
laboratory with the same 


equipment and both engaged 
in the measuring of neutrons 
cannot discuss results with each 
other. The AEC and the Air 
Force have different security 


regzulations. 
and Navy. 

Personnel security clearances 
are not transferable. When Tre- 
vor Gardner, former assistant 
secretary of defense for re- 
search and development, resign- 
ed to go with Hycon Co., he had 
to be cleared all over again by 
the Pentagon's industrial secur- 
ity section. 

Gardner once had a speech 
on ballistic missiles rejected on 
security grounds. The informa- 
tion, he said, was obtainable 
from a high school book on phy- 
sics, 

The program to develop an 
atomic airplane once was cancel- 
led in a “top secret” order: The 
order could not be executed be- 
cause it would have meant that 
3,000 project workers would 
have known of the cancellation 
order—and they weren't clear- 
ed for “top secret.” The pro- 
ject was reinstated. 

In the name of security and 
executive privilege, said Moss, 
the United States is damaging 
both the democratic process and 
even the nation’s .d@fenses. 

It must be noted, however, 
that Congress, too, has sought 
occasional refuge in secrecy, It 
has consistently declined to tell 
the taxpayers how much of 
their money is being spent on 
congressional junkets. 

The state of America’s de- 
fenses is of vital concern to all 
citizens. Last year the Defense 
Department named a committee, 
headed by H. Rowan Gaither, 
to make a thorough study of the 
U.S. position. The final report 
is still in the White House— 
under wraps. 

Meanwhile,

another commit- 
tee, this one outside Govern- 
ment, found the state of U.S. 
defense shocking. 

This committee, financed by 
the Rockefeller Brothers Fund, 
found, in essence, thatthe Uni- 
ted States for all its vaunted 
industrial and scientific abilities 
is dropping back in the race 
with.

The Joint Chiefs of Staff—the

Secrecy appears to have had 
its greatest impact in the scien- 
tifie field. As far back as March 
1956 Dr. Lioyd V. Berkner, a 
geophysicist and president of 
“there is serious question, whe- 
ther the United States actually 
retains leadership in certain 
critically important fields of 
military technology.... 

“In my opinion an important 
aspect of this loss ... stems 
from our present and wide- 
spread practice of technological 
Secrecy ... We can no longer 
afford to indulge in practices of 
secrecy in science.” 

vecause of this secrecy, Berk- 
ner said, U.S. scientific 
books and handbooks are 10 to 
15 years behind developments. 
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
